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WATER STORAGE. 
„Dan De Quille” Again Discusses 
this All-important Question. 
It is already very evident that 


there is woing to be a great falling 
off in Nevada's hay crep this sea- 
sop. This will be occasioned by a 
scarcity of water with which to ir- 
rigate the alfalfa flelds. Out of evil 
will come good, Already there is 
more real earnest talk about the 
construction of storage reservoirs 
than ever before, About the only 


son are the Nevada Land & Cattle 
Company. R. N. Graves of said 
company was io Virginia City the 
other day when he told me that 
they would this season cut a good 
deal more than 4,000 tons of hay on 
their ranches in qua valley; aud 
in regard to their storage reservoir 
on Willow creek he said: “We now 
have inthe reservoir a great deal 
more water than we have apy use 
for this year.“ 

It is beginning to be seen that 
almost everywhere the water that 
flows away and goes to waste 
amounts to five times as much as 
iv used) The eivimmer flow of a 


stream may be so egal! that only a 
few acres of land can be irrigated 
with it, but by storing up ite Whole 
wicter flow, and ocvasi nal fluods, 
a little brook may be made to sul- 
fi-e fora big farm. In the Petviue 
mountains, only about 12 miles 
from Reno, are some creeks which 
have se smull a flow of water in 
summer, though never dry, that 
they irrigate ouly a small area of 
land, In winter these ere ks cou- 
talu floois of water all of which 
uus to waste, Fiavk Lemmov, 4 
land owuer in that veighborhwod, 
now proposes Lo vonstruct a storage 
reservoir up towaid the head of [he 
Gerke in which te impound the 
water which usually rus to waste. 
He says he has found a site where 
at small cost he can construct an 
artificial lake that will hold su- 
cleut water t» irrigate 7.000 acres of 
valley land tying along the base of 
the moun al». Let a few such res- 
ervuire be coustructed and we sliall 
eve them built inevery place wheie 
u suitable site cau be found. 

Howey Lake, the basin of which 
covir-an ares f 32Qequare ales, 
is said to be “dry #6 a bone’ at 
present. Here would seem to be a 
site lor an immense storage reser- 
voir at small cost, only that of 
throwing up proper surrouuding 
dykes. lo winter ell the creeks and 
ilitehes would be turved into this 
basin and it would ve filled to the 
top of the dykes, however high they 
wight be ruled. This vow dry 
bacin, which jis surrounded! on all 
sides by green fleld-, might earily 
be made a thing of beauty and a 
mine of wealth. Trees plan ted 
along the dykes would give them 
strength aud the shave would pie- 
veut evaporati-n, as would wild 
rice grown in alt the shallow parts, 
Many kinds of fish coul! be bred iy 
the ke and the wild rice would 
“ring to it great flocks of water 
fowl. A few islands might be raised 
in the take at emall cost and the-e 
eould be planted with willows aud 
other such trees. 

A fine stave reservoir might be 
mude of Wa<hoe Luke by throwing 
upadykeon the north and part of 
the wert si‘es. On the soutn and 
east sides the reeky bluffs would 
form a natural wall. Here might 
be made a storage re ervoir cover- 
ing 30 tquare miles and holding 
enough water to irrigate all the 
valleys and benches below, and all 
Truckee Meadows besides. But for 
the farme, a very short dam across 
the narrow outlet of the lake at the 
north end would turn all Washoe 
valley into a storage reservoir—a 
reservoir covering 84 -quare m le..

The popes did not always wear the 
| three-crown tiara. At first they wore an 
ordinary mitre, with one crowy around 
it, and then a second was added toit, then 
a third, when it took the nameof triregno 

(three kingdoms). 

This explains why sometimes the simple 
mitre is used and sometimes called the 
triregno. 

We read of the form and splendor of the 

. pontifical mitres in pontifical inven- 
tories. Some ot them weighed as mach 
as ten pounds, or even more; they were 
decorated with cameos and stones, inlaid 
with figures, rings and other precious or- 
naments, fastened tothe mitre like droop- 
ing pearis, crosses and other kinds of 
jewel then known. 

Iu 1499 Eugene IV. had a mitre made in 
France by Lorenzo Ghiberti, which 
weighed five pounds, of which four 
pounds were of precious pearlsand gems 
and cost over 40,000 gold ducats. It was 
tho mitre which Eugene IV. afterward 
pledged to Florence for $50,000, which he 
gave to the Greeks. 

Till the end of the last century there 
were four precious witres in existence— 
two made for Pius V.and Paul V., the 
latter of whom speut $70,0.0 on his mitre, 
aid two were made for Paul VI. The 
two first wero keptin Castle St. Angelo | 
aud were taken out for great ceremonies. 

When taken out they were guarded by | 
the Pope’s jeweler, ~ nd wéreaccompanied 
by the same jeweler all through the pro- 
cession and ceremonies of the day. Even | 
when placed on thealtar they were under 
the jeweler’s custody. The other two 
mitres were kept ia the pontifical sacris- 
try. 

Pius VI.’s first mitre was made in 1780. 
It bad a gol¢c foundation, decorated with 
gold threads and pearis threaded. with 
silver, also many precious stones of all 
kinds. At the back it was decorated with | 
the poutificalarms. The ribbous were also 
covered with gold, pearls and diamonds. 

The second mitre of the Pope was made 
in 1781, and was decorated in the same 
mauuer, only in a different pattern, aud 


the foundation was in silver instead of ped and olly skiu prevented by 
gold. _Caticura Soap.
